Chicago, June 10..J. Ogdon Armour,
Louis F. Swift and olght other Chicago
packers must stand trial, probably In
October, as the result of a decision
to-day of Judge Qoorge A. Carpenter,
in the United States District Court,
who denied a motion of the packers
for a rehearing of their motion to
quash Indictments charging violation
of the Sherman anti-trust act. No
written opinion had been prepared by
Judgo Carpenter, and he gave no rea¬
son for his finding.
The latest motion of the packers for

a rehearing of their motion to quash
the Indictments was based on recent
decisions of tho United States Supromo
Court In the Standard Oil and Amerl-
can Tobacco Company casos, in which
tho word "unreasonable" had been held
within tho meaning of the statute.
Counsel for tho packers held that there
had been no "unreasonable" restraint
of tho packing Industry, and that a
new hearing should be granted. Theyalso pleaded that tho provisions of the
Sherman act were too lndcilnlto to
warrant tho return of Indictments or
prosecution for alleged violation of
Its inhibitions.

plea to the charge In the Indictments.
